Other: Please see attached suggested rewrite for claim language of claims 2 and 3 which would clarify claim 2 and 
place claim 3 in condition for allowance. Claim 2, lines 2-7 suggested change : so as to removably and pivotably connect the sunshade 
cover to the cap body such that when the shading cover is rotated in a stored position inside the cap body, one of a front and rear surface 
of the cover is flush with the head, and when the cover is rotated out of the cap body, the back part of the wearer's head and nape is are 
cooled. 

Claim 3,lines 3 and 4: delete "by means for connecting", lines 8-16:the sunshade cover and cap body further comprising connecting 
means comprising both-sided hook and loop portions mounted respectively on the cap body and the sunshade cover such that when the 
shading cover is rotated in a stored position inside the cap body, the hook and loop portions maintain the cover in a fixed position. 
Please note claims 1-5 and 7 include inconsistent claim language for the cap/hat. For example, claim 1 recites a cap body and a hat body. 
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
